To  the  Students  »nd  Faculty  of  the  College 
of  New-Jerfe-y,  delivered  May  6,  1802, 
the  day  on  which  the  Students  commenced 
their  dudies,  after  the  hurtling  of  the  col- 
lege edifice ;  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Green,  of 
Philadelphia,  one  of  the  Truftecs,  appoiat- 
*  ed  by  the  board  for  the  purpofe. 

\  I f  is  by  the  appointment  of  the  trudees  of 

\  (Ml  inditution,  and  as  their  organ,  that  I  now 
•  addrefs  you.  You  are  therefore  to  coniidcr 
■what  1  deliver,  not  merely  as  the  opinion  of 
an  individual,  but  as  the  collective  fentiments 
of  the  guardians  of  the  college',  as  clothed 
•with  their  authority,  and  dictated  by  their  fo- 
licitous  and  paternal  concern  for  your  welfare. 

The  molt  of  you  have  been  witnedes  of  the 
mournful  event  which  has  threatened  the  ve- 
ry exigence  of  this  feminary.  It  has  re- 
quired the  exercife  of  all  our  (kill,  indudry, 
»nd  influence,  to  obtain  the  promifing  prof- 
pedt  which  -vc  now  pofTefs  of  re-edablilhing 
the  college  ;  of  railing  its  buildings  from 
their  afiies,  renewing  its  indru&ions,  and  re- 
ftoring  it  to  its  former  refpectabilityi  In  the 
execution  of  an  undertaking  fo  arduous,  we 
found  it  rieceffary  to  pledge  ourfelves  in  the 
nioil  fcrious  and  unequivocal  manner  to  the 
public,  that  we  would  make  this  inditution 
an  alylum  of  found  principles,  both  in  reli- 
gion and  learning. — This  engagement  «vc  are 
determined,  under  favor  of  divine  Providence, 
facredly  u>  fulfil.

Perhaps  I  mould  ratlv.r 
fay,  tl'ii.t  from  this  hour  the  old  and  original 
fyderi  Hi  reftored.  To  effect  this,  wc  have 
tcvifed,  amended  and  added  to,  the  laws  of 
the  college.— .We  have  put  them  into  your 
hands,  and  allowed  you  time  for  a  careful 
inflection  and  confederation  of  them  : 
And  we  thail  prefently  call  upon  you  indivi- 
dually to  pledge  your  truth  and  honor  to  obey

In  this  concern,  young  gentlemen,  we  i'i- 
tfeat  you  to  act  heedfully  and  confcicnciouf- 
Jy«  We  vfifh  that  no  one  may  promife  obe- 
dience *  ho  does  not  intend  to  yield  it.  We 
offer  you  a  fair  alternative.  If  you  now 
refufe,  you  are  free  to  leave  us,  and  you  lhall 
depart  without  cenfure.  Bat  after  you  have 
piotnifed  obedience,  be  adured  it  will  be 
exacted,  and  you  muft  render  it  fcrupuloufly. 
Not  an  individual  will  violate  order  hereaf- 
ter with  impunity.  No  combination;  that 
you  will  be  able  to  form  wUl  after  our  rcfo- 
lution  in  this  rcfpeci.  The  rcfolution  has 
been  deliberately  formed,and  it  is  immovably 
jixed.  We  have  agreed  and  are  ready  to 
difmils  the  whole  college  rather  than  to  fu'ffrr 
the  lead  infringement  or  contempt  of  its  au- 
thority.— Our  duty  call  us  to  this  ;  our  in- 
tered  is  perfectly  compatible  with  our  duty. 
If,  for  diford»rly  behaviour,  we  (hould  dif- 
band  the  whole  of  the  ftudep.es  at  any  time 
collected,  it  would  be  fo  high  a  recommenda- 
tion of  the  inftitution  to  all  virtuous  minds, 
that  in  a  few  months  we  flmuld  have  it  fiiled 
again  with  the  bed:  youth  in  the  United 
States'.  The  friends  of  piety  Sc  of  rational 
education  throughout  our  country  are,  at  this 
time  looking  round  them  with  more  than  or- 
dinary anxiety,  &  liking  where  they  may  fend 
their  children  with  fafety  and  advantage  :- — 
Where  they  may  lend  them  with  a  re?fonable 
.expectation  that  their  religious  principles  will 
be  guarded,  their  morals  carefully  inlpected, 
the  habits  of  order,  indudry,  Sc  due  fubmiflion 
to  fuperiors  formed  and  eftabliflied,  while  fci- 
ence lhall  enlighten  their  minds,  and  exertion 
invigorate  their  faculties.-- We  mean  to  fay 
to  them  with  truth,  You  may  fend  them  here. 
If  we  can  accomplifh  this,  we  (hall  never 
•want  pupils. 

From  the  prevalance  of  loofe  fenrlments 
in  regard  to  morals  and  religion  in  various 
parts  of  this  country,  conneaed  with  that 
diffipation  of  mind  and  diflolutenefs  of  man- 
ners with  that  negleft  of  family  government 
and  inftruction,  which  always  proceed  from 
bad  principles,  and  which  condantly  encreafe 
and  ftrcngthen  them,  it  has  unhappily  come 
to  pals,  that  many  of  the  youth  who  have 
been  pla«cd  here,  for  fo.ne  years  part,  have 
been  corrupted  from  the  beginning,  have  ren- 
dered the  government  of  the  inftitution  unu- 
fually  difficult,  and  have  gradually,  but  yet 
greatly  in  the  ilTue,  warped  it  from  its  original 
d  'fign  and  dedinatiori.-^By  the  deftructian  of 
the  college  a  warning  voice  has  admonifhed 
us  t3  put  a  flop  to  the  growing  defection,  to 
purge  the  feminary  of  the  drofs  which  it  now 
contains,  and  to  provide  effectually  for  its 
futute  purity.— To  this  admmitian  whate 
be  the  confequences,  we  mutt  be  obedient 

We  cannot  believe  that  the  laws  we  have 
formed  are  too  vigorous :  And  therefore  if 
you  think  them  fo  we  muft  rounder  it  a 
evidence  that  your  minds  and  habjts  are 
ready  corrupted  and  perverted  and  need  fuch 
laws  to  correct  and  regulate  them.  We 
feirfible,  indeed,  that  many  of  thofe  laws 
would  be  fuperfluous,  if  every  ftudein  wiuh! 
voluntarily  govern  himfelf  by  the  dictates  of 
rcafon  and  virtue.  But  we  alio  believe,  that 
if  every  fiudent  would  fo  govern  himfelf,  h 
would  aft  very  much  in  the  manner  that  thofe 
laws  enjoin.  The  laws  therefore,  will  no 
grflve  irkfome  to"  arty  ftudent  who  is  reafona 
file  and  virtuous,  and  thofe  who  are  difjofed 
to  be  otherwife  ought  to  feel  coercion.  '  It 
our  intention  that  they  Ihould  feet  it.  All  . 
quit  ible  lavs  arf  Armed,  not  for  the  good  Sc 
obedient,  but  for  tranfgreiTors.    We  could 


earneftly  will;  not  to  admit  into  this  inftituti- 

ho  are  difpofed  to  vicious  practices, 
and  by  requiring  a  fubfeription  of  t,he  conf 
diti^ns  of  admittance,  we  do  al  in  our  power 
to  prevent  their  entrance.  But  all  experience 
demonftrates  that  however  defirable,  it  is  ut- 
terly impracticable,  wholly  to  preclude  vici- 
ous and  di  (orderly  individuals  font  any  focie- 
ty. To  rf  drain  thefe,  therefore,  to  re'orui 
them  if  pofiible,  and  if  failing  to  reform  them, 
to  make  them  examples  for  the  benefit  of 
others',  and  to  prevent  their  injuring  an'd  con- 
taminating the  whole  community,  thefe  are 
the  leading  purpofes  for  Which  all  laws  are 
enafted.  Some  --eitraints,  indeed,  muft  com- 
monly be  laid  on  the  worthy  members  of  a 
fociety,  which  would  not  be  neceffary  if  all 
wer-  worthy.  But  to  thefe  every  considerate 
and  well  difpofed  indivual  will  cheerfully  fub- 
mit  for  the  general  «ood,  and  as  the  condition 
on  which  alone  he  can  himlclf  receive  the  be- 
nefits of  fociety. 

You  perceive,  then,  that  notwithstanding 
the  plain  manner  in  which  1  have  fpoken,  and 
which  the  occafion  has  rendered  neceffary,  it 
will  by  no  mean;  follow,  that  your  treatment 
here  is  to  be  rigorous,  harm  and  fevere. — 
Let  no  fuch  impreffion  reft  upon  your  minds, 
for  there  is  no  nrafon  why  you  ihould  indulge 
it.  The  difi  ipline  to  which  you  are  to  fub- 
mit,  is  indeed  to  be  drict  and  firm,  but  it  is  at 
the  fame  time, to  be  equitable,  reafonable,  fui- 
table,  and  Inch  as  every  virtuous,  and  fenfible 
young  man  would  choofe  for  himfelf,  if  the 
choice  were  left  to  bimfi  If.  Nothing  will  be 
required  of  you  but  what  is  contained  in  the 
laws  which  you  luve  examined  ;  and  though 
thefe  will  be  inflexibly  executed,  they  will  be 
adminidered  with  as  much  mildnefs  and 
tendeinefs  is  pofiible!  He  who  refolvcs 
to  do  his  duty  has  nothing  to  fear  either 
from  the  law  or  the  officer.  They  will  both 
be  his  friends  and  promote  h'sh  ppinefs. 

But  to  explain  to  you  our  views  a  little 
more  particularly,  and  in  fuch  manner  as  that 
they  may  remain  on  your  minds,  you  will  ob- 
fenc,  that  the  governrfcnt  i^nd  management 
of  this  inftitution  is  d\r.cs?ic  cr.d  moral.-- 
You  are  to  conlidcrjthe  cVlege.  in  the  lighj  of 
a  large  family,  of  which  e|fh.?f  you  is  a  Ton, 
and  all  conce-ned  in  its  govc rnm  nt  and  m- 
diuction  are  parents,  guardiars  and  teachers. 
We  inform  your  natural  parents  and  guardi- 
ans, by  our  laws  and  regulations  which  are 
printed  and  public,  what  is  the  l'yftem  of  ma- 
nagement and  education  which  we  purfue  in 
this  liirge  family,  of  which  they  propofe  to 
enter  you  as  members.  i  If  they  choofe  that 
you  fliould  have  a  danding  here,  they  give 
you  up  to  us. — They  transfer  to  us  the  whole 
of  their  prerogatives,  to  be  p -defied  and  ufed 
for  yout  benefit,  and  with  the  expeftation 
that  we  will  carefully  fuftain  to  you  the  rela- 
tion of  parents  and  exercife  towards  you  that 
Jifcivline,  and  that  only,  which  is  fuitablc  foi 
children.  They  have  indeed  the  power  and 
right  to  take  you  from  us,  at  any  moment 
they  pleafe  ;  but  as  long  as  they  continue  you 
here,  they  ved  in  us  all  their  authority.  Our 
fydem  of  government  may  vary  from  ,  fome 
of  thcif  ideas  of  propriety  :  but  dill  they 
content  to  that  fydem,  and  muft  abide  by  it 
fairy,  while  they  keep  you  here.  In  forming 
a  fyftefn  of  government  we  have  certainly 
been  at  con'.idcrable  pains,  and  have  felt  much 
folicitude  to  make  it  as  unexceptionable  as 
poflible  ;  and  if  weprofefs  and  are  expected 
to  art  towards  you  the  parts  of  parents,  we 
muft  be  the  moft  unfeeling  men,  if  we  do  not 
allow  you  every  indulgence  confident  with 

your  good  and  the  good  of  the  ieminavy  

At  the  fame  time,  remember  that  we  lhall  be 
the  weaked  or  wickedeft  of  men,  if  we  grant 
you  fuch  indulgences  as  are  plainly  and  en- 
tirely inconfifterit  with  your  own  intereds  and 

thole   of  the  inditution  We    are  n»t 

through  any  pliant  and  Ihort  lighted  tender- 
nefs,  or  any  unmanly  timidity,  to  bend  to 
your  humors  and  caprices.'much  lefs  to  over- 
look your  vices  in  fuch  a  manner  as  would 
bring  on  you,  and  on  all  connection  with  you, 
the  mod  lading  mifchiefs.  As  often  as  pa- 
rents do  this,  and  they  too  often  do  it  ;  they 
moft  cruelly  and  Ir.ftingly  abufe  their  chil- 
dren. We  will  then  keep  in  mind  that  you 
are  young,  and  in  that  youth  and  experience 
demand  tendernefl,  patience,  &  forbearance. 
But  we  will  not  differ  you  to  ruin  yourfelves 
by  vice,  nor  wade  your  time  in  idlenefs,  nor 
to  contract  habits  of  extravagance,  diTorder, 
difobedience,  or  refidance  to  lawful  authority, 
while  you  are  under  our  care.  This  would  be 
to  make  the  college  a  fcourge  and  curfe'to  fo- 
ciety, indead  of  a  blcifing  ;  and  it  would  fill 
up  for  ourfelves  an  awful  account  both  to  God 
and  man. 

Farther — While  you  view  the  college  as 
large  family,  it  will  alio  be  of  ufe  to  you,  to 
keep  condantly  in  recollection  the  great  de- 
iign  with  which  it  was  formed.  This  defign 
was  fomewhat  peculiar,  and  I  beg  your  at- 
tention while  I  date  it  didinctly.  Perhaps 
no  inditution  was  ever  more  Gncercly  founded 
he  fear  of  GOD,  more  truly  confecr 


lory,  or  more  f 


to  his  fervice 

commended  to  his~blefling  and 
than  this  of  which  of  you  are  mcmbe 
pious  founders  had  for  their  main  object'  the 
promotion  of  fcience  in  union  with  evange- 
lical piety.  The  importance  of  this  union  to 
lociety  theyjudly  thought  to  be  inconceiva- 
bly great,  and  they  ereded  this  college  to 
i  he.  iOi  and  enfiire  it.  Science  without" pimty 
iS  one  of  the  mod  dangerous  talents  to^ 
poiTelTor,  and  one  of  the  mod  haaardous  to 
the  intered  of  the  community.  The  mif- 
chiefs  that  it  may  do,  and  that  it  has  actually 
done,  are  incalculable.  On  the  other  hand, 
religion  without  knowledge  it  unable  to  de- 
tend  itfelf  agpind  iu  enemies,  is  apt  to  run 
into  enthuliafm,  fanaticifro,  fuperitition,  bi- 


gotry and  perfecution,  and  thus  ,to  produce 

evils  both  numerous  and  extcnfive,  and  in  the 
end  to  cfinionor  and  injure  the  caufe  which 
it  fought  to  promote.  But  fcience  and  reli- 
gion united,  form  a  refpectable  and  happy  in- 
dividual, who  is  alio  the  ornament  and  Wet 
ling  of  fociety— And  when  fpeaking  of  reli- 
gion I  would  remind  you  that  I  mean  the 
Chriftian  religion.  As  yet  we  have  ncvei 
been  rcquefted  to  educate  a  Turk  or  a  Jew. 
If  the  requed  (hould  ever  be  made,  I  WMlId 
give  my  vote  that  he  ftiould  poffefs  a  com- 
plete toleration,  as  far  as  this  could  confifi 
with  the  duties  and  exercifes  of  the  .college. 
But  not  with (landing  all  the  talk  that  you  may 
have  heard  about  the  religion  of  Nature,  be 
adored  it  is  only  talk,  and  that  in  practice 
there  is  no  fuch  religion.  I  would,  therefore, 
profcribe  infidels,  not  becaufe  their  religion 
is  erroneous,  but  becaufe  they  have  no.ie,  c 
becaufe  they  are  hodile  to  every  tliW  t 
deierves  the  name.  They  may 
in  a  degree  by  focial  principles,  an 
while  may  feel  fomething  of  the  force 
ral  obligation.  But  fliew  us  their  temples — 
Shew  us  the  individuals  "  whole  temples  are 
their  own  breads,"  as  they  are  fond  of  ex- 
•jrciTmg  it.  Shew  us  the  men  among  thofe 
who  are  called  deids,  who,  you  really  believe, 
do  habitually  andlinceiely  worfliip,  love  and 
lerve  the  living  GOD.  You  cannot  Ihew 
them  ;  and  i  confeiencioufly  deliver  it  as  my 
opinion  that  they  do  not  exid — 1  mean  under 
the  light  of  revelation.  With  us  the  man 
who  is  net  a  CbriftTari  has  no  religion. 

Remember,  therefore,  that  to  teach  you  to 
be  Chridians  is  one  object  of  your  education 
here.  This  is  a  facred  point  which  we  mud 
regard  :  and  Oh  !  if  we  can  eng?.ge  you  to 
regard  it  as  you  ought,  our  labors  will  re- 
ceive, their  bed  reward,  and  your  gain  will  be 
immenfe.  If  you  fhall  here  learn  effectual- 
ly"  to  know  the  only  true  GOD,  and  Jcfus 
Chrid  whom  he  hath  fern,"  you  will  make 
an  acquidtion  truly,  wcftiraable — It  will  be 
the  acquifition  of  "  eternal  life."  It  will 
prepare  you  for  the  greated  hapVmefs  •>"d 
ufefulnefs  in  this  world,  and  for  endlcfs  and 
inconceivable  felicity  in  the  world  tp  come. 
We  do,  therefore,  mod  earncflly  entreat,  that 
not  one  of  you  may  ever  lofe  fr.ht  o*f.  this 
infinitely  important  concern.  Whatever,  is 
to  be  your  future  character  or  employ r.i_-Mit 
in  life  this  is  the  great  and  ciTer.tiu!  preparS 
tioa  for  all. 

It  would  coincide  precifely  with  the  ori- 
ginal defign  of  the  feminary,  if  many  of 
you  had  in  profpect  the  facred  office  of  the 
gofpe!  minidry.  To  all  fuch  it  is  admitted  at 
once  that  true  piety  is  an  indifpenl'able  quali- 
fication. But  beware  of  fuppoiing  that  it  is 
ueccuary  only  to  the  facred  office.  It  is 
"  the  one  thing  needful  to  you  all  without  ex- 
ception. Except  a  man  be  born  again  he 
cannot  fee  the  kingdom  of  GOD  :"  And 
fmall,  fmall  indeed  will  be  the  confolation  at 
the  clofe  of  life,  to  go  to  the  place  of  tor- 
ment as  lawyers,  phyficians,  po!  ticians  or 
merchants,  and  not  as  minid.-rs  of  the  gr  foM 
Lay  to  heart,  therefore,  feafonably  and  ieri- 
oudy,  the  things  that  belong  to  your  future 
peace  ;  and  never  be  fatisfird  with  your  fini- 
ation,  till  you  have  good  evidence  that  you 
are  renewed  in  the  temper  of  your  minds  and 
vitally  united  to  Jcfus  Chrid.

BONAPARTE  and  MOREAU. 

Bonaparte  and  Moreau  are  the  two  milita 
ry  cololli  of  the  day.  Such  is  the  tranfeen 
dency  of  their  atchieTements  and  the  fplendor 
of  their  names,  that  they  admit  not  of 
comparison  w'rh  any  other  living  characters. 
Even  Charles  of  Auftria,  though  a  diftin 
guifh;d  general,  bea  s  but  a  fecondary  rank 
in  the  ftite  of  greatnefs. 

It  is  doubted  by  fome  which  of  the  two 
heroes  of  France  mould  be  edeemed  pre-emi 
nent  in  military  accomplishments.  Perhaps 
the  following  remarks,  founded  on  a  recollec- 
tion of  the  conduit  of  thefe  generals  in  the 
field,  may  Ihed  Some  light  on  this  controver- 
ted point  : 

Moreau  u  confummate  in  conducting  a  re- 
treat, Bonaparte  in  never  Suffering  fuch  a 
movement  to  become  necefTary.  To  a  chief 
who  rights  only  to  conquer,  and  never  fails  in 
the  plan  of  a  campaign,  the  Science  oS  retreat 
would  be  ufelefs  and  cumberfome.  Moreau 
is  unequalled  in  the  art  of  extricating  an  ar- 
my from  difficulty  and  danger,  Bonaparte  in 
tint  of  never  allowing  his  army  to  fall  into 
either.  Moreau  can  Seize  on  opportunities  as 
they  ortVr,  ana  is  calculated  to  fudain  the 
mod  obftinate  conflict.  Bonaparte  is  capa- 
ble of  Creating  opportunities  and  conduces  his 
attack  with  fuch  impetuofny,  that  victory 
generally  declares  for  him  before  obftinacy 
can  be  difplayed  on  the  part  of  the  enemy. 
Moreau  qualified  to  receive  an  attack  with 
invincible  firmnefs,  and  repel  it  with  equal 
courage,  poffeffes  a  happy  a:id  fplendid  aifem- 
blage  of  taL-nts  for  defending  his  country 
again;!  invading  armies,  but  looking  down  on 
the  mere  bufmefs  of  defence  it  belongs  to  Bo- 
naparte alone  to  conquer  Italy  and  E  rypt, 
and  bring  even  the  empire  of  Germany  to  his4 
fe:t.  In  battle  Moreau  re'embles  the  cliff 
that  receives,  unlhaken,  the  fury  of  the  tem- 
ped, but  Bonaparte,  the  impetuous  thunder 
cloud, whoSe  lightening  nothing  tai  r.  fti  ial  can 
withstand.  Moreau  is,  indeed  a  grcag;.,e- 
ral,  and  a  p  rfect  epitome  of  the  art  of  war  ; 


but  Bonapart.,  tlie  child  of  genius,  the  pupil 
of  fortun* — Bonaparte,  fuperior  to  ftie  dis- 
cipline of  militarv  Schools,  is  formed  Jty  Na- 
ture for  a  CONQUEROR. 

NEW-YORK,  November  3. 
One  of  the  nioft  alarming  FIRES  that  e- 
ver  happened  in  this  city,  within  our  recol- 
lect ion,  broke  out  laSt  evening,  between  8 
and  9  o'clock,  in  a  Stable  in  Bride-Street,  be- 
tween Whitehall  and  Broad-Street?,  almoSt 
Surrounded  with  wooden  buildings.  The 
wind  blowing  frefh  from  the  South-weSt,  the 
devouring  element  made  its  way  through 
Bride-Street  into  Stone-Street  with  uncontroul- 
able  Sury  ;  and  in  lels  than  an  hour  and  a 
half  the  whole  block,  confuting  of  about  iO 
buildings,  moftly  dwelling-houScs,  were  cither 
burnt,  pulled  down,  or  gutted.  Pieces  oi 
Ihinglcs  in  a  light  blaze,  were  carried  in  eve- 
ry direction  by  the  wind,  Srtquently  lodging 
on  the  roofs  of  houfes  at  the  diftance.of  hall 
a  mile  from  the  Scene  of  contiagjatioji,  an* 
threatened  destruction  to  a  great  rartfel  ilic 

We  are  unable  at  pieScnt  to  State  either  the 
origin  of  the  fire,  or  the  extent  of  the  injur  \ 
individually  or  collectively  Sustained,  as  the 
flames  were  not  entirely  got  under  when  this 
paper  was  put  to  prefs. 

Amongft  the  Sufferers,  a  lift  of  whom  «i 
were  not  able  to  procure  laft  evening,  were 
Mr.  Carroll,  Col.  Boyd,  Mr.  Peter  Mefiei, 
Mr.  James  Cheetham,  Mr.  Rynier  Suyden, 
and  Mr.  Cameyer,  a  baker,  whole  Situation 
is  peculiarly  diStieiling,  having  a  wife  and 
ten  Small  children,  one  of  them  at  the  bread, 
and  having  loft  all  his  property,  the  earning 
oS  his  whole  life.  The  uncommon  d.ftrcfs  to 
which  himfelf  and  family  are  reduced  will, 
we  truft,  awaken  the  benevolence  of  our  fel- 
low-citizens. 

Wc  continue  to  receive  very  didicffiiig  ac- 
counts of  the  Situation  of  St.  Lom'mgo. 
The  following  particulars  are  comnluliicateti 
to  us  by  a  respectable  merchant  of  this  city, 
who  received  them  per  the  brig  Hannah,  In 
a  letter  from  his  correspondent  at  Port  Re- 
publii  ain,  dated  29th  September. 

"  Such  is  our  prefent  Situation  (which  cer- 
tainly ennnot  lad  long)  that  the  consumption 
of  Merchandize  is  confined  within  the  boun- 
daries of  the  city,  the  outfide  being  entire!) 
in  a  ftate  of  infurrection.  For  felf-prtferva- 
tion  we  are  comp-lled  to  perform  very  hart' 
Service,  and  are  now  employed  in  doing  tlu 
Severed  duties  of  a  Soldier,  at  the  Same  tint 
that  we  are  rrulhed  with  impofts.  The  tax- 
ation oS  the  laft  contribution  was  Secret,  ano 
is  not  to  be  known  until  the  collection  is  en- 
forced  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 

"  The  National  Guard  tus  juft  beg.-.n  th. 
campaign.  The  infurgents  appear  daily  at 
our  pofts,  and  the  neighboring  places  are  at- 
tacked .with  unparalielled  fury.  We  are  ii 
want  of  troops,  and  a  great  number  of  them', 
otherwife  the  colony  will  once  more  becom; 
a  delart  ;  for  many  people,  fearing  the  pro- 
longation of  this  difaftrous  war,  are  makint. 
preparations  Sjr  quitting  it. 

Accounts  by  late  vefi'cls  Say,  that  after  ma- 
ny actions  of  various  conftouences,  the 
blacks  bad  about  the  begining  of  October, 
drove  the  whole  of  the  army,  both  horfe  and 
foot,  thatwas  encamped  on  the  plain  between 
Cape  Francois  and  the  hills,  into  the  town  ; 
and  had  So  far  (hewn  their  Superiority,  that 
Gen.  Le  Clerc  had  ordered  all  the  inhabitants 
of  the  Cape  to  embody  thcmfelves  to  fnppor; 
the  army  when  called  upon  ;  and  it  is  added, 
that  had  not  the  Small  reinforcement  of  troops 
they  received  in  September,  arrived  at  that 
critical  juncture,  they  mult  have  fled  to  thti; 
Ihipping,  or  been  cut  off.  In  Short,  the 
French  are  in  the  utmod  want  oS  both  mer. 
and  money  to  Support  them  in  their  forlorn 
hope. 

The  accounts  published  in  our  laft  fry. 
that  the  Cape  is  not  the  only  place  in  danger  ; 
but  in  all  probability,  Port  de  Paix  and  J.  re- 
mie  are  'ere  this  cut  off.  We  may  therefore 
expect  all  our  accounts  fiom  that  devoted 
ifland,  for  Some  timr  to  come,  will  be  interes- 
ting to  humanity. 

We  are  told  that  in  the  action  about  the 
middle  of  September  mar  the  town,  the 
French  loft  a  general  officer,  and  a  great 
number  of  their  whites  who  were  killed — and 
chat  a  brigade  of  the  blacks  went  over  and 
joined  their  brethren. 

November  5. 

The  United  Statis  frigate  Condellation, 
captain  Murray,  on  the  22d  July  lad,  luftain- 
ed  an  action  off  Tripoli  with  nine  gun  boats, 
and  in  half  an  l.o  :r  drove  five  of  them  alhore, 
and  the  remainder  into  Tripoli.  No  lives 
were  lod  on  board  the  Condellation.  Cap- 
tain Murray  was  prevented  from  dedroying 
the  boats  driven  afhore,  by  the  forts  and 
troops  of  the  enemy. 

It  is  believed  that  Mr.  Lincoln,  the  Attor- 
ney-General of  the  United  State.-,  will  be  the 
republican  candidate  for  the  Vice-PreSidency 
it  the  next  election.
